The action of the tro6ps was resemt- 
ed by the anti-conscriptionists who be- 
gan pelting the soldiers with missiles. 
The persons wounded, two of whom 
were young women, were some dis- 
tance from the scene of the clash. None 


of them was seriously injured by the 


bullets which struck them. 

One hardware store was set on fire 
by the rioters who reached it before 
troops arrived, but the building was 
saved by firemen. 

Every building in the city likely to 
be attacked by the mob was strongly 
guarded tonight. Companies of soldiers 
with fixed bayonets were stationed at 
the point where crowds opposed to the 
military service act have assembled on 
previous nights. 

An appeal by Cardinal Beguin for a 
cessation of the disturbances was read 
today in all Catholic churches. The 
mob raiding the hardware store was 
addressed by Armand Larvagne, the na- 
tionalist leader, who declared the mili- 
tary authorities had promised that 
troops from outside the city would be 
removed and Quebec policed by federal 
officers. He asserted that the pro- 
visions of the conscription act would be 
applied in a proper manner. His ad- 
@ress had the effect of quieting the 
crowd. 

Several regiments from different 
parts of Canada reached Quebec today 
to supplement the local forces.

The great spring drive is on in France. 
been making gigantic preparations for this moment. From the Pacific 
coast across the whole of this continent every fighting man’s face is | 
turned toward France. They have been training, now they are going. || 
They are hurrying by every road from every camp to France. Our trans- 
ports cover the seas, bearing men and arms, with terrible silence and 
swiftness, to the awful conflict. 

Today three hundred thousand American soldiers are on the battle 
line in Picardy. Tomorrow ten thousand of them will lie wounded in | 
the crowded hospitals of France, and the next day thousands more will : 
lie there, and every day they will come, strickened men, red with their | 
wounds, silent and patient beneath this awful dispensation of war! 

This means that every doctor and every nurse that can be spared 
must be sent to France, and that they must go at once. 

I do not think it is generally understood what hospital service means 
in France. Every ambulance man is equally exposed with the soldiers 
in his company. The difference is that he carries no gun, but a stretcher; 
that he must often be in “No Man’s Land,” bearing the wounded back 
when the fighting men are comparatively safe in the trenches. It means 
that every doctor amd nurse is exposed day and night to the enemies’ 
bombs, with no protection except the frail roof of the hospital. 

One day in 1914 I visited the British military hospital at Versailles. 
There had been a terrible battle the night before. Seven hundred wounded 
men lay in one of the great halls of*this' palace. The floor was covered 
with blood and bandages. There was an awful silence, scarcely a gtoan. 
Nurses moved like spirits in this shamble of broken life, their faces drawn 
and white with weariness. The fight was over for these pale men lying 
in long rows upon the floor against the wall. Their wounds would be 
dressed presently, and they would lie at rest upon their narrow white 
beds, or pass into that deeper rest. But there would be no rest for 
those heroic doctors and nurses neither day nor night so long as battles 
raged and the wounded came in a steady stream to be comforted and 
mended ahd cured, I was-not permitted to enter this awful place, but I was 
conducted up stairs to a certain ward where there was a long double- 
row of beds all filled with nurses, ambulance men. They had suffered 
the vicissitudes of war. 

They were wounded, maimed soldiers of mercy. 

There are no braver men in this war than these ambulance soldiers. 
There are no more heroic women in this world le the nurses in these 
hospitals. 

It has been like this for nearly four years in the hospitals of France. 
We are sending our nurses and doctors to face this life. They will not 
come back until the fight is over, because they cannot be spared. Many 
of them will never come back. They will become a part of that dearer 
dust of America that will mingle with the soil of France: I sometimes 
think a new flower, never seen before by the eyes of man, will bloom 
there after this war is over, a fair white blossom beside the golden 
lilies of France, and it will be known forever as the Liberty Flower, 
swinging in the wind, sweeter than the bells of peace. 

In a few days, a few weeks at the longest, the Emory hospital unit 
sails for France, nearly three hundred men and women, who have volun- 
‘teeréd to give their service’and their lives to this work which I have tried 
to describe. Georgia is asked to contribute six thousand dollars for them. 
It is not a fund, nor a gift. It is a very small insurance against some of 
the emergencies and hardships that they must endure, and which we owe

Every clock in the 
city, if running at all, is today running | 
evenly with every other clock. The 
ordinary citizen does not notice the 
change. 

Sunday saw maty laggards penal- 
ized for failure to obey the national 
summons. They missed trains, and din- 
mers, and sweethearts, all because they 
forgot to set their watches and clocks 
ahead an hour Sattrday night or Sun- 
day morning: The trains started by 
new time, not by old time. . 

All objections to the new order of 
things, except one, will be met in time 
by a little readjustment. The single 
objection that canpot be met—a trivial; 
one—is based upon some scores of sun; 
dials in Atlanta gardens and upon At- 
lanta lawns. Whatever the mechanical 
clocks may say, whatever time trains 
and street cars leave and whistles blow, 
the sun dials will continue, unfailingly, | 
as long as the sun shines, to reel off! 
the hours under the old time. Some ;

With the French Army, Saturday, 
March 30.—(By the Associated Press.) 
A great flood of German infantry 
flowed against’ the French lines 
today between Moreuil and Las- 
Signy. It was purely a battle of foot 
soldiers. Heavy masses of Germans 
were hurled against the French time 
after time, only to be cast back again 
by counter attacks. 

This was especially the case around 
Lassigny, where the battle line flucu- 
ated several times in the day, both 
sides displaying the greatest obstinacy. 
The French and Germans met often in 
hand-to-hand fighting in the villages 
of Orvillers, Plemont and Plessier de 
Roye, where bayonets and hand gren- 
ades did deadly work. 

The French artillery some times 
found an opportunity for getting into 
action. It overpowered the much 
weaker German guns. Apparently the 
enemy has not been able to bring up 
his heavy cannon, the British and 
French, in retiring, having destroyed 
roads and small bridges: This pre- 
vented the bringing up of powerful

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WHY ATLANTA LAGS. 

The reason why Atlanta is unable to 
command the co-operation of contractors -n 
carrying through its public improvement 
projects is interestingly explained by L. C. 
Williams, of Spartanourg, S. C., in a plainly- 
worded communication appearing in another 
column of this page. 

In fact, five reasons are given by Mr. 
Williams, each by itself sufficient; but the 
gist of them all is contained in one striking 
declaration— 

“Tt is a well-known fact among all repu- 
table contractors who do street paving that 
Atlanta is the worst city—barring none—in 
the United States to do business in, and 
none of them care to tackle it!” 

Then the correspondent goes on to show 
why Atlanta is “the worst city in the United 
States” in which to do business. 

He uncovers tite whole thing, showing 
precisely why it is that the city of Atlanta 
has been unable to receive a solitary bid 
for the repaving of Peachtree street from 
Five Points to Pine street—why a city 
which is proportionately the richest city of 
its ‘size in the country, with the least per 
.capita indebtedness, is unable to find even 
one contractor willing to bid for a contract 
to repave its main, thoroughfare—a street 
which, perhaps, bears the heayiest traffic of 
any street in any city of Atlanta’s size in 
the whole world! 

In contrast, the city of Augusta, of only 
about one-fourth the size of Atlanta, which 
recently assumed an extra debt of a million 
dollars to meet an emergency caused by a 
flood, and with a per capita indebtedness 
much greater than Atlanta’s, just the other 
day advertised for bids for $285,000 worth 
of street paving, received several bids one 
day, and awarded the contract the next, with 
actual work to start within ten days fol- 
Jowing the award of the contract! 

Augusta, and every other progressive, 
up-to-date city, can grow and improve and 
expand and develop its resources under such 
a policy as_obtains there; while Atlanta is 
being held back by a miserly policy that 
should have been discarded years ago. 

The trouble is that the city is trying to 
make its way under a system that was inau- 
gurated when Atlanta was little more than 
a village—a system whici: it has wholly out- 
grown, and whic is not in keeping with the 
times. 

Until that system is changed and brought 
up to date, Atlanta will continue to suffer 
the consequences. 

We must right-about face; we must catch 
step with the day; we must renovate our 

charter and put it on an up-to-date basis. 

And the sooner we do those things, the 
better for the city. 


‘GOING AFTER’ THE LYNCHERS. 


Concurrently with his action in offering a 
reward of $600 for the arrest and conviction 
of.each of the first three members of a 
recent lynching mob who may be brought to 
book, Governor Dorsey the other day called 
upon the, attorney general for an official] 
opinion as to the extent of the chief execu- 
tive’s authority to deal with the sheriff under 
whose jurisdiction the crime of lynching 
was committed. 

Governor Dorsey has fearlessly and very 
commendably set his hand and his heart 
against lynch law and mob violence in Geor- 
gia in a high-minded and determined en- 


deavor to retrieve his state from the stigma 


of outlawry and disrespect for the courts. 
And he has gone about it in exactly the right 
Way. : 

It is plain, judging from his request di- 
rected to the attorney general, that he in- 


tends, if the law gives him the power, to’ 
hold every sheriff in Georgia responsible for 


— 


the physical safety of the prisoners in his 
keeping. : 

While the attorney general has not as 
yet sfbmitted his opinion, it is doubtful that 
he can find in our statute books legal author- 
ization under which the governor can penal- 
ize a sheriff for dereliction of the sort in 
question. If,the law as it now stands gives 
this authority the repeated effort to have 
such an act passed by the legislature would 
not have been necessary. 

If Attorney General Walker finds that 
there is no law whereby the governor can 
place the responsibility on a sheriff who per- 
mits the lynching of a prisoner in his hands, 
it is to be hoped that the governor will; at 
its next session, urge the enactment of such 
a law by the legislature. 

No honest, clean, fearless sheriff has any- 
thing to fear from such a law, and a sheriff 
who fears to stand out against either the 
physical might of a mob or tts political 
strength is not fitted tq have the custody 
of the lives-of human beings, and the gov- 
ernor ought to be empowered to oust him 
upon conciusive proof of his incompetence.

The proposal now before council to create 
a board of public welfare is intended not to 
complicate the municipal machinery by 
bringing in one more organization, but its 
purpose is to simplify the work of the city 
by giving it only one organization with which 
to deal in the appropriation of the city’s 
money for charity and welfare work. 

The board of public welfare was proposed 
to council by the Central Council of Social 
Agencies, to which belong practically all 
Atlanta’s charitable and welfare societies, 
and of which Judge W. W. Tindall is presi- 
dent, recently succeeding Hugh M. Willet. 

The board would act only in an advisory 
capacity, as a medium between the various 
charities and city council, relieving council 
of the detail of investigation of the worthi- 
ness or unworthiness of applicants and pro- 
viding the charities with a spokesman body, 
an advocate recognized by both sides, which 
would save council and the individua] chari- 
ty the necessity of going through the same 
elaborate process every time a demand is 
made. 

The proposed board would have nothing 
to do with the collection or disbursing of 
money. 

Its whole purpose would be for the accu- 
mulation of facts, the study of them, and 
their presentation, in simplest form and with 
most direct recommendation: for the con- 
sideration of council, which could then pass 
on a demand, without necessity for detailed 
investigation. 

The movement does not look to a cen- 
tralization of charitable effort, but to the 
creation of a federation of interests, with 
the usual benefit from federation—that is, 
the accumulated force of all the agencies 
to back the work of the individual agency. 
No salaries are attached. 

The duties of the board are cited as 
follows: 

(a) To supervise and direct the work 
of the city warden. 
 (b) To investigate all charity de- 
pendent upon public appeal or general 
solicitation for their support, and to 
deny the privilege of solicitation to 
those agencies which cannot prove an 
honest or reasonably efficient use of 
the moneys collected. 

(c) To maintain a constant survey of 
the field. of charities with regard to 
needs and work, and to secure intelli- 
gent co-operation among them that 
there may be no overlapping of ef- 
fort. 

(d) To devise means for removing 
and improving conditions prodtcing 
poverty, and to restore the dependent 
to self-support. 

(e) To make recommendations to 
council on all matters pertaining to 
charities upon which council ‘is called 
upon to act. 

(f) To carry on other such work as 
would tend to promote the physical, 
moral or social: welfare of the city 
as may be provided for by council or 
by funds from other sources 
New charities and welfare movements are 

constantly being put forward, some war- 
ranted and others not—and too frequently 
those not worthy prejudice the public mind 
against all kindred work. 

There is no established agency to guard 
the people against suth a menace. The 
proposed board, through its social experts, 
their services tendered from all the social 
agencies benefiting by the advisory board, 
would find in this excellent work one of 
its best offices. 

Many cities have created such advisory 
boards. Even the courts are using them to 
boil down the evidence in certain kinds of 
cases, and to present to the court only the 
salient facts and points, free from time- 
consuming detail. 

Atlanta’s. sOcial agencies have already 
stamped with their approval the proposed 
establishment of such a board, and it is 
to be hoped that council will approve the 


movement.

CONTRACTOR SHOWS WHY 
CONTRACTORS WILL NOT 
DEAL WITH ATLANTA 


Editor Constitution: I read your editorial 
in last Sunday’s paper as to why Atlanta 
receives no bids on street paving, and Au- 
gusta, a smaller city, does, with a great deal 
of interest. 

It is a well-known fact among all repu- 
table contractors who do street paving that 
Atlanta is the worst city (barring none) in 
the United States to do any business in, and 
none of them care to tackle it. 

First. Lack of business methods used in 
awarding contracts, and the partiality shown 
to certain firms of no financial standing 
whatever; who bid when they feel like it, 
and when they don’t feel that way they 
don’t bid. 

Second. Lack of co-operation between 
city engineering department and public util- 
ities, and no protection given contractors. 

Third. Niggardly methods adopted to bar 
out any competition, and small actions re- 
sorted to to cause all delays possible and 
make work cost as much as possible. 

Fourth. Payments for the work as bad 
as it is possible to have them, and worse 
than found any place else. No cash till work 
has been completed 60 days, and then only 
one-third in cash, balance in notes that no 
one can judge the value of. City does no 
guarantee the notes or collection of the 
same, which means that contractor has to 
finance the city work and take his chances. 

Fifth. 
of work and*then never knows what he is 
to do; maybe city will do part of the work, 
"maybe they will have county convicts do it, 
or have the street railway company do it. 
All of which tends to run up the cost and 
delay the work, and it. takes forever and a 
day to get a contract awarded. 

Take the city of Augusta, as you men- 
tioned that city. Bids received one after- 
noon. The next evening contracts awarded 
for $300,000 worth of work. Contractor can 
start to work in ten days after he files his 
bid; receive cash for his work every thirty 
days—against the Atlanta method of time 
to award contract, 60 to 90 days: and no cash 
at all until two months after work is com- 
pleted. Which would you prefer? 

Let me cite two instances in your city 
which have come under my personal notice, 
and maybe it will throw some light on why 
you don’t receive any more bids: 

First. In 1916 bids were advertised for 
paving of West Peachtree street; contractors 
come to Atlanta, find that the specifications 
are closed to one’‘kind of asphalt, which is 
controlled by one man. Only one contractor 
can bid on the right price; six present who, 
refused a price on this material, cannot bid; 
an appeal is made to some members of your 


-board, but a local man who has never laid 


a square yard of paving is picked for’ pole 
horse, so what is the use? He is given the 
work, and reputable contractors who have 
eome hundreds of miles cannot even bid. 
Second. South Pryor street bids received 
early in October, 1916; an outsider breaks up 
this combination. What did he have to do, 
when he was several thousand dollars lower? 
First, fight this clique in common council, 
theh before the board of aldermen; after get- 
ting through this, mayor vetoes contract, 
then he has to have it passed over mayor's 
veto. Mayor then refuses to sign contract. 
(Nice combination for a business man to 
have to fight.) Then what happened? He 
had his material on the ground, and he 
could not start work for about six months; 
then part of the work for which he had a 
contract was done by the county convicts, 
then part of it by the Georgia Railway, Light 
and Power company. He was tired spending 
his time and money to fight any longer, so 
he let them do it. Then, because the city 
engineer was not co-operating with him, the 
street railway company was allowed to de- 
lay him another 90 days; and finally, after 
one year, he was allowed to finish the work. 
He was out of the mdst of his money for 
nine months, and, after all this delay, he was

Daylight Saving, First and Last, 
First Proposed by BenjaminFranklin

The only universal social effect of the 
war, so far, is the daylight saving act. 

That is the one reform of the New World 
After the that enemy and ally are 
agreed upon. Seems a trivial result of 
three years’ fighting, doesn’t it? In fact, 
the plan has always been laughed at even by 
its advocates. Nothing but the tremendous 
importance that little things have assumed 
in this crisis could ever have brought it 
about. 

Yet night-life has always been a recog~- 
nized evil of .civilization and in times of 
strenuous intensity the supreme value of 
daylight has been acknowledged even in 
myth. Joshua caused the sun to stand still 
in @ great battle in the valley of Ajalon. 
On the other hand, Zeus lengthened the 
night to finish his task of begetting Hercules. 
But the ancients did not really meet the 
problem because they had no clocks. They 
divided the period of daylight into twelve 
“hours,” and let it go at that. These hours 
varied from about forty-five to seventy- 
five minutes in length. As there were no 
railroad schedules to be kept straight, this 
arrangement did very well. In effect, it al- 
tered the time every day throughout the 
year, instead of twice a year. 

When Clocks Came In. 

But the difficulty really appeared when 
clocks were invented in the seventeenth cen- 
tury. And the whole problem of daylight 
saving was discussed by Benjamin Franklin 


in The Journal de Paris in 1778, using pre- 


cisesy the same arguments that are now 
brvught forward. 

Franklin's peculiar -humorous touch is 
apparent in the paper, although it was, pre- 
sumably, written in French. Frankiin was 
feted by the Parisian society of the day when 
he was United States ambassador there and 
apparently toak to the night-life of the 
French capital like a duck to -water. But 
some how you get the impression that Frank- 
lin is quietly kidding the Parisians. The 
man who wrote “Early to bed and early to 
rise,”” announced to the denizens of Paris 
a new discovery of his. Happening to wake 
at 6 o’clock one morning, he finds that the 
sun is already up, and stranger still, is giv- 
ing light. This remarkable discovery was 
made by the man who had made a daily 
schedule that began at 5 a. m., with “Rise, 
bathe, and address Powerful Goodness!” Yet 
it was announced with the joyous enthusiasm 
of a brand-new discovery. 

“This event,” says he, “has given rise in 
my mind to several serious and important 
reflexions. “I considered that, if I had 
not been awakened so early in the morning, 
I should have slept six hours longer by the 
light of the sun, and in exchange have 
lived six hours the following night by can- 
dle light.’ 

The thought disturbs Franklin's frugal 
soul, He proceeds, in the pattern of the 
present-day reformers, to figure the exact 
amount lost in candles. “I took for the 
basis of my calculation the supposition that 
there were one hundred thousand fafhilies in 
Paris, and that these families consume in the 
night half a pound of bougies or candles per 
hour.” Thus he figures that, at the current 
price of candles, in the six months between 
the 20th of March and the 20th of September 
the city of Paris would spend, needlessly, 
96,675,000 livres in candles. “An immense 
sum!” to the son of the Boston tallow chan- 


' 
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dler, to the author of ‘“‘Poor Richard's Al- 
manac,” to the founder of The Saturday 
Evening Post! “An immense sum, that the 
city of Paris might save every year, by the 
economy of using sunshine instead of can- 
dles.” 

It is strange that the practical Franklin 


did not think. of the simple expedient of 
changing the clock. He proposed to en- 


force early rising by four laws. 1. Tax all 
window shades and shutters. 2. Allow only 
one pound of candles (enough for two hours’ 
light) to be sold to each family per week. 
8. Forbid carriages after sunset. 4. Set the 
church bells ringing at sunrise. “And if 
that is not sufficient, let cannon be fired in 
every street, to wake the sluggards ef- 
fectually and make them open their eyes to 
their own interest.” 


Franklin’s Discovery. 


He anticipates the same objections that 
have been made 150 years later, and is 
jealous for the credit of the discovery— 
which ghould certainly be his. “For the 
great benefit of this discovery, thus freely 
communicated and bestowed by me on the 
public, I demand neither place, pension, ex- 
clusive privilege, nor any other reward what- 
soever. I expect only the honor of it. And 
yet, I know there are little minds, who will, 
as usual, say that my invention was known 
to the ancients, and, perhaps, they may bring 
passages out of the old books in proof of it. 
I will not dispute with these people that the 
ancients knew that the sun would rise at 
certain hours; but it does not follow thence, 
that they knew that he gave light as soon as 
he rose. This is what I claim as my dis- 
covery.” 

The world caught up with Franklin in 
1907. In this year an article advocating a 
daylight saving plan appeared in The Lon- 


| don Spectator for August 3, and it was dis- 


cussed by various papérs in Nature in 1908 
and 1909. To Mr. William Willett is given 
the credit for first proposing the plan, which 
he claimed would save in Great Britain 
2,500,000 pounds per year. The plan was 
advocated by Sir Robert Ball, professor of 
astronomy and geometry at Cambridge, and 
by other scientists. The first discussion 
of the project in America was in the edi- 
torial comment of The Outlook and The 
Reviews of Reviews for August, 1908. The 
comments are betrayed by the seemingly 
inevitable impulse to regard the measure as 
a joke—the reduetio ad absurdum in salva- 
tion by legislation. , And frivolous objec- 
tions were raised. “If, for instance,” says 
The Outlook, “a man were going to a 7 
o’clock dinner, under the new arrangement 
of daylight, he would appear on the streets 
of London in evening dress at 5:40, which 
would shake the British empire to its founda- 
tions. The scheme is enticing, but it be- 
longs to the end of the millennium. Oliver 
Herford suggests the difficulty in one of his 
wisest and most popular aphorisms: “Many 
are called, but few get up.” How little was 
it then realized how near the end of the 
millennium really was! 

The discussion persisted, was revived in 
1911, and, starting with England, by 1916 
had ‘“‘spread over the greater part of Eu- 
rope,” in the face of the objection from its 
opponents that Franklin had so shrewdly an- 
ticipated. With its adoption by the Unit- 
ed States, the development of an interna- 
tional system seems assured—one that will 
effect a saving that would have delighted 
the frugal soul of its first advocate. 


$2,500,000 Production in Gardens 
In Atlanta a Wartime Possibility 


Production of $2,500,000 worth of vege- 
tables upon garden plots averaging 30 by 40 
feet in size and located within the eity of 
Atlanta is a war time possibility. Figures 
compiled at the state agricultural depart- 
ment show this to be true. Here is how the 
result is obtained. 

The average family in the city will not 
be larger than five people. Taking this fig- 
ure as the average there are found to be 
approximately 50,000 families in the city. 
Each of these families plants one war garden 
of at least 1,200 square feet area. (Of course 
it must be borne in mind that these are aver- 
ages. Many families would not plant gar- 
dens under any circumstances and many 
families would plant gardens much larger 
than is indicated.) 

There are already in the city vacant lots 
totaling 400 acres and sufficient to make 
14,000 war gardens of the 30 by 40-foot size. 
These are tillable and available for tilling. 
There is enough additional land in back 
yards, side lawns, suburban* fields, etc., to 
furnish additional gardens of this size for 
every family of the city. It follows that 
50,000 families in the city can obtain one 
garden of 1,200 square feet each. 

What will such a garden produce? Gar- 
den vegetables of all kinds, especially of the 
kinds that each family of five has been pay- 
ing an average Of $132 each year to obtain. 


| 


And statistics based upon last year’s produc- 
tion of one Atlanta garden of average type 
Show that this garden, which was 2,500 
square feet in area, produced $180 worth 
of these vegetables. It might easily follow 
from this that a garden of 1,200 square feet, 
almost half this size, would produce almost 
$90 worth of edibles; but that figure, accord- 
ing to experts at the department of agricul- 
ture, is somewhat too high. Such a garden 
as is available for every family, however, 
could produce $50 worth of food. 


A $50 production for each of 50,000 fami- 
lies means $2,500,000 production for the 
whole city. ; 


Now apply this result to Atlanta's normal 
consumption of vegetables as _ scientifically 
figured. It has been found that this city 
uses a minimum of about $6,000,000 worth of 
garden-grown truck each year. If $2,500,000 
worth of this wtre grown within the city it- 
self the call upon outside sources would be 
cut down by nearly 42- per cent. 

The whole thing in a sentence is this: 
Fifty thousand Atlanta families have avail- 
able 50,000 garden plots each 30 by 40 feet 
in size on which they can raise vegetables 
worth $50 per garden oar $2,500,000 for the 
whole city, a production equal to more than 
40 per cent of the city’s normal consumption 
of such vegetables.

This same clique, not being able to carry’ 
work in hard times, don’t bid; others have 
become disgusted. 

Break up this clique around your city 
hall. Pay as other people do; give all a 
square deal; get some backbone at the city 
hall where it is needed for this kind of 
‘work; do business on a business basis, and 
you will get all the bids you want on street 
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paving. But as long as you pursue your 
present methods no business man is going 
to waste his time and money in trying to 
do business here. 

Atlanta has the reputation everywhere 
among contractors as being no geod; and as 
long as this continues you will have trouble 


getting any contractors to come here, and 


what you get done you will pay for and 
pay high and get poor work. That is what 
is wrong with your streets at present and 
always will be until the system 1s changed.

WHAT CLIMATE FOR “CATARRH?” 

In a personal letter from the head of the 
health department of one of the South At- 
lantic states appears this passage: 

“We are constantly besieged with 
questions along this line. In fact, |! 
have before me now a letter from a gen- 
tleman of . New York, mak- 
ing inquiry in regard to the climate of 
this state and the possibility of our 
climate curing ‘catarrh of the head.’” 
People with various chronic diseases of 
the nose, throat and bronchial tubes mas- 
querading as ‘‘catarrh” in the north imag- 
ine they can get well if they move south. 
People in the east harbor the nation that 
they will get rid of the “catarrh” if they 
move west. Western people constantly be- 
siege this department for suggestions about 
the treatment of “catarrh,” and many south- 
ern people thing that in any climate but 
their “catarrh”: may be gotten rid of. 

People living in valleys blame their sup- 
positious “catarrh"” upon the dampness of the 
atmosphere. People living in places of some, 
altitude charge their imaginary “catarrh” to 
the weather. People residing in the most 
equable climate available account for the 
great prevalence of “catarrhal”’ troubles by 
pointing to the chilliness of the night air, 
etc., per omnia saeculorum, and round and 
round in a vicious circle. 

The most foolhardy venture a human be- 
ing can undertake is changing climate for 
health on his own or some well-meaning 
friend's advice. Too often it proves just the 
opposite—he changes health, such as he has, 
for climate. In practice it always turns 
out that the fellow who “had the same 
trouble” gives the most costly and worthless 
advice. Especially is this true of so-called 
‘“catarrh,” for the obvious reason that no 
such disease or condition exists. ‘“‘Catarrh’’ 
is camouflage which covers ignorance of 
the aetual nature and seat of the trouble 
present. All sorts of disease masquerade 
under this all-embracing title of “catarrh.” 
No One knows what the patient has wrong 
with his nose, throat or bronchial tubes 
until a therough examination has been made: 
and the nature of the trouble determined. 
This includes, of course, a chest examination 
with the patient stripped to the waist; and 
an inspection of the whole nasal cavity with 
the aid of head-light and speculum to dilate 
the nostrils. Without such examination the 
camouflage may serve time, but it never 
helps the patient to recover his health. 

Climate for catarrh! The gentleman from 
New York state might as well have asked 
the health department head whether the 
southern climate would be helpful to a per- 
son with a bad case of imaginary kidney 
trouble deduced from that tired feéling and 
a lazy posture backache. - 
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SAYS THAT IF ANYBODY — 
IS TO BE BLAMED, IT IS 
CONGRESS—FOR DELAY 


Editor Constitution: After reviewing the 
various criticisms of the administration's 
conduct of the war, the charge that @ year’s 
time has been lost, and especially the demand | 
for “pitiless publicity,” I am inclined to 
make this observation: 

My recollection is that the present ad- 
ministration asked, possibly as early as 1913, 
for an extensive shipping program which 
was denied by congress, and that there have 
been subsequent delays sufficient to ac- 
count for all the lost time now complained 
of. 

Overlooking the years of delay, through at 
least three administrations, in making ap- 
propriations for airplanes, there are ap- 
parently more recent delays to be charged, 
not to the administration, but to congress. 

Those who believe that we should have 
entered the war immediately after the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania should be reminded that 
under the constitution, the power to declare 
war rests solely with congress, and if there 
had existed, or congress had thought there 
existed a preponderant sentiment for war, 
a declaration of war would have been made. 

The McLemore resolution, and the fight 
against arming our merchant ships are con- 
spicuous among many indications that con- 
gress, as a whole, did not believe in the ex- 
istence of an overwhelming war sentiment; 
and there are also evidences of a divided 
sentiment in congress, and in the country, 
as to the position we should take if we did 


‘go to war. 


The first and greatest task of the ad- 
ministration was the preparation of national 
sentiment, and even yet, this does not seem 
to have been accomplished to the extent 
of bringing about a full realization of the 
interests involved. 

With these facts in mind, and the further 
realization that notwithstanding all handi- 
caps, our performance in transporting men 
and supplies three thousand miles overseas, 
exceeds anything previously recorded, we 
have no justification for being misled by 
those whose ambitions have outrun their 
sense of justice 

When the French have requested most 
most urgently that we devote all available 
ship space first to the transportation of 
men and supplies, and have agreed to fur- 
nish airplanes and machine guns, as well as 
artillery out of stores which our co-operation 
has enabled them to accumulate, there can 
be no patriotic or fair motive, in giving the 
public information that our men were sent 
without this equipment and not at the same 
time giving the reasons. 

Unfortunately, a great many American 
voters do not. know, or do not stop to con- 
sider, that under our governmental system 
there is absolutely nothing for the nation to 
gain by the election of senators or repre- 
sentatives on a platform of opposition to the 
administration’s war policies, and until the 
war is ended there is no other material is- 
sue before the people. 

We cannot, as the 'Mnglish can, remove 
the administration by a vote in congress of 
“lack of confidence.” Successful iImpeach- 
ment of the president is unthinkable, even in 
the wildest flight of partisan imagination, 
but even this would not change the po- 
litical complexion of the administration, 
though it would imstantly and effectually 
remove America from the pre-eminent posi- 
tion among nations to which she has at- 
tained through the pre-eminent qualifica- 
tions of her national spokesman. 

While the thoughtless may be deceived 
into estimating the power of an engine 
by the loudness of the exhaust, so infly- 
ential an exponent of democracy as The 
Constitution can accomplish much by keep- 
ing the actual facts and the true issue 
before the thinking public. 

The choice between two courses, co-op- 
eration and obstructors—two principles, 
right and wrong; two exponents, Wilson 
and Wilhelm, and the message, in the lan- 
guage of the Prophet of Old is “Choose ye 
this day whom ye will serve. If the Lord 
be God, serve Him; if Baal, then serve him.”

‘of Berlin. They would at least be given 
credit for patriotic motives if they did. 

An Appeal to Conscience. 

If we have no federal-law to prevent this 
horrible spectacle, which is on a lower moral 
plane than a Mexican bull fight, I sincerely 
trust that the soul of opr nation will so

Washington, March 31.—Determina- 
tion of a national policy governing 
re “roduction, sale and distribution 
du. ag the war, which may include 
virtual price-fixing and definite con- 
trol or actual federal operation of the 
big packing houses, has been intrust- 
ed by President Wilson to a special 
commission of five prominent govern- 
ment officials. 

This step, announced tonight, was 
taken at the recommendation of Food 
Administrator Hoover, who advised the 
president that he found himself pow- 
erless to protect properly all branches 
of the cattle industry, and that the 
government's present course is ‘“‘almost 
intolerable criticism from both pro- 
ducer and consumer.” Mr. 
asked that the president extend to, 
meat the policy initiated in steel, cop-

uired to meet the growing needs of 
the army and the allies. 

“This change in policy may take the 
form of more definite and systematic 
direction of the large packers as to 
the course they are to pursue from 
month to month,” wrote the adminis- 
trator, “or may even take the form of 
operation of the packing establish- 
ments by the government.’ 

, Since the United States entered the 
war allied purchases of meat for both 
civilian and military ge have 
been consolidated, and it is becoming 
necessary for this government to co- 
ordinate them with orders for the 
American army and navy to prevent 
conflict in execution. The result, Mr. 
Hoover said, is practical domination of 
prices, which w@s rec zed in pork 
last September by re assurance to 
swine producers of a minimum of $15.50 
for their product. Present indications 
are that beef purchases will be in- 
creased soon to the point where they 
may affect prices materially. 

Pointing out that the increased 
quantities needed for export must be 
obtained either ag greater production 
or by reduction in civilian consump- 
tion, and probably by both, Mr. Hoover 
expressed the opinion that reduced 
consumption can be had most equitably 
by voluntary sacrifice and moderate 
restraints such as meatless days, and 
emphatically disapproved any attempt 
to lessen consumption by increasing 
prices to the public. 


Make the Rich Save. 

“Such conservation is obtained by 
the elimination of that section of the 
colnmunity with the least purchasing 
power,” he wrote the president. “In 
other words, conservation by price be- 
comes conservation for the rich an not 
for the poor; whereas an extension 
of the conservation policy now in force 
places reduction in consumption where 
it rightly belongs—on those who can 
save from plenty, not upon those who 
save from nourishment. 

“It appears to me also of the utmost 
ational importance that we shall main- 
ptain ,through the country a complete 
sense in voluntary redyction in the con- 
sumption of all commodities if we are 


per, and other commodities which are 


sold at prices fixed on the basis of 
conferences between producers and the 


government, 

The food administration suggested 
and President Wilson now has ap- 
proved, the plan, that a national policy 
be determined by the following offi- 
cers, acting personally or through an- 
thorized delegates: The secretary of 
agriculture, representing the viewpoint 
of the prodtcer; the chairman of the) 
federal' trade commission, representing 
the influence of trade conditions; the 
chairman of the United States tariff 
board, representing economic thought; 
the secretary of labor, representing 
the:viewpoint of the civilian consumer, 
and the food administrator, who has 
to carry out any policy adopted. 

° To Stop Robbery of Consumer. 

Mr. Hoover submitted his proposal 
to the president ina letter, outlining at 
length the trials of his organization 
in seeking to stimulate production and 
at the same time to prevent the rob- 
bery of the average citizen’ by prof- 
iteering. He declared that some change 
in the government’s present course was 
necessary for the protection of the 


producer and civilian consumer, and 
to insure the increased production re- 
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Oo provide the necessary surpluses 
either in money, man-power, or mate- 
rial, necessary to winning the war. 

“I recognize fully the well-founded 
objection to any theory to any price- 
fixing, but where the purchases of war 
necessities in a given commodity have 
reached such a volume that the pur- 
chase of these commodities trench into 
the domestic consumption, the operation 
of this purchasing power becomes a4 
condition of price-fixing and, to m 
mind, all theories go, by the board. 

Mr. Hoover said thfee courses were 
open in the mattereof the control of 
meats: To abandon direction of war 
purchases and conservation measures 
because they affect prices, and thereby 
to stimulate profiteering and specula- 
tion, cause wage discontent and insta- 
bility by subjecting the cost of living 
to abnormal fluctuations, and destroy 
systematic saving in consumption by 
individuals; 

To continue as the present unsatis- 
factory. direction of large purchases 
with a mixture of partial national pol- 
icy in production and day to day deal- 
ing with emergency; or 

To stabilize prices based upon cost 
of production at a fair and stimulative 
profit to the producer and with stabili- 
zation to eliminate speculative risks 
and wasteful practices and thus obtain 
some gains for the consumer. 


Fair Returns for Producer. 


The latter policy, Mr. Hoover said, 
would have an important bearing on 
agricultural production and permit of, 
a long view being taken and supported 
in assuring the producer of fair re-, 
turns. ‘ 

“This course is also fraught with 
dangers,” he added. “It leads either to 
a voluntary agreement with the pack- 
ers as to prices to be paid producers 
and charged to consumers from time to 
time; or, to actual operation of the 
packing plants by the government.” 

In either case the government will 
need to take some financial respon- 
sibility. in speculative business. In 
such situation, the government will be 
under constant pressure from the pro- 
ducers for enhancement of price and 
from the consumer for reductions. It 
necessitates the constant action of a 
commission to determine such prices. 
It will mean that all the complaints 
of trade fall upon the government. The 
choice of alternatives is one of de- 
termination of the maximum contribua 
tion to winning the war and the choice 
of the lesser economic evil between 
such alternatives. : 

“We have been struggling as intel- 
ligently as possible with the situation 
in the meat industries with entire in- 
adequacy of definite national policy. 
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Our purchases hitherto have@been suf- 
ficient to influence mar at times 
and in the case of pork products have 
been sufficient to preserve a minimum 
rice. We have been, however, power- 
ess hitherto to properly protect all 
branches of the cattle industry with its 
constantly changing nomic situation, 
or to give intelligent direction or as- 
sistance to cattle production. As you 
know, I have never felt that when we 
arrived at a point to determine the 
broad policy with re ct to a com- 
modity that this should be determined 
at the opinion of any single individual, 
no matter how sincere and earnest the 
application of intelligence might be. 

“I would therefore like to recommend 
to you to extend the policy which you 
have already initiated in the matter of 
many commodities, by early appoint- 
ment of a board to study the entire sit- 
uation with regard to the meat indus- 
eo and the steps that should be taken 
with regard thereto.”

TRANSPORTATION COMPLAINTS 
PERSIST, BRADSTREET REPORTS. 


Opening of navigation on the water- 
ways, with some improvement in the 
railway situation, has facilitated trans- 
portation, but so blocked is traffic that 
the slight relief thus far experienced 
has not stilled complaints, and car, 
mail and express cohgestion is still 
hurtful. s 

While the cost of living remains high, 
the downward swing that became evi- 
dent about March 1 continues and food- 
stuffs other than meats are cheaper 
and more plentiful. After April 15 the 
government will commandeer any 
hoarded supplies of wheat that may be 
found and which the owners refuse to 
sell at the government's fixed price. 

Crop preparations have made favor- 
able progress in all directions, much 
spring plowing has been done and 
thus early the northwest is at work. 
Favorable weather has aided fall sown 
wheat, but so far no damage has been 
done. At the south the movement to 
plant more food crops has received 
a great impetus. 

Labor is well-nigh surfeited with 
work; the shortage is becoming more 
and more marked, while promising to 
be further accentuated when additional 
men.leave for military camps within a 
few days, and demands for higher and 
higher wages are widespread. Menition 
plants are being extended, additional 
machine shops are being erected, and 
the shipbuilding industry is constantly 
undergoing enlargement. Consequent- 
ly labor commands record wages and 
thus the spending power of this class 
has been greatly increased, but at the 
same time the point also is mgde that 
prices for wearable articles have he- 
come almost prohibitive to some sal- 
aried persons. 

Money is in active demand. but as 
banks are preparing for the next Lib- 
erty Loan, it is not easy to get accom- 
modation.

ORDINARY NEEDS DIFFICULT TO

No check to the improving tendenctes 
in business has been witnessed, and 
financial markets have risplayed note- 
worthy stability during one of the most 
critical weeks of the war period. While 
various obstacles still impede progress 
in trade and industry, and though 
drawbacks may be expected to continue, 
restraining influences are now less nu- 
merous and reports multiply of recov- 
ery in production and _ distribution. 
What stands out with increasing prom- 
inence is the fact that ordinary needs 
in many cases cannot be satisfied be- 
cause of the growing pressure of gov- 
ernmental requirements, and instances 
are not uncommon of new business be- 
ing held in abeyance through the ina- 
bility of sellers to fill the orders, and 
for no other reason. 

With industries turning more and 
more to war work, regular transactions 
are necessarily limited, although bank 
clearings outside New York this week, 
largely because of the extraordinary 
commodity prices, exceed*last year's by 
a considerable margin.

New York, March 31.—The main in- 
fluence in cotton last week was war 
news, and the tendency was to react 
moderately under it.: Declines, how- 
ever, were not wide, and the market 
showed good recuperative power and a 
disposition to respond to all favorable 
news. Perhaps the outstanding feature 
was the extremely steady undertone 
at all times, even on declines. Increas-; 
ing the desire to liquidate long con- 
tracts was the Easter holiday period 


so that when the week ended Thursday 
the general claim among bullish traders 
was that the market technically was 
very good. The net change for the 
week was a decline of 11 points on May 
and a rise of 2 to 11 points on other 
months. 

The immediate future of the market’ 
depends more upon war news than 
anything else, recent events having 
pushed the new crop into the back 
ground. The disposition among bear- 
ish traders of late has been to make 
capital out of the improved new crop 
accounts from the belt generally, and 
the estimates fron private bureaus of 
am increase in the acreage, but it is 
hardly probable that the new crop sit- 
uation can become of first ee 
with world issues hanging on the out- 
come of military operations on the 
western front. Seemingly, it is be- 
lieved to be a war market rather than 
a weather, for some time to come, al- 
though minor swings are likely from 
favorable or unfavorable turns in 
weather conditions. Rain would be 
welcome in Texas and portions of Okla- 
homa, but continued moderately dry 
weather, with warmer temperatures, 
would allow maximum farm work in 
other sections of the belt. 

The spot dry goods marekts will be 
closely watched, for upon them the 
long side depends for underlying 
steadying influences.

DEMOCRACY FIGHTS 
TO PROTECT HOME 


Dr. M. Ashby Jones Says 
Germany Has Assailed the 
Very Citadel of Mankind’s 
Honor—“The Home of His 


Soul.” 


& 


“The Home of the Soul” was the sub- 
ject of an inspiring sermon preached 
by Rev. M. Ashby Jones, pastor of the 
Ponce de Leon Avenue Baptist church, 
before an audience that thrilled 
‘under his appeal for the patriotism 
which protect&’ the home and approved 
his denunciation of that brand of Ger- 
man patriotism that is aimed at the de- 
struction of the home through military 
power. 

Dr. Jones preached from the text, “In 
My Father’s house are many mansions 
es I go to prepare a place for you. 
And if I go and prepare a place for 
you, I come again, and will receive you 
unto Myself, that where I am there ye 
may be also.” 

The sermon was a masterly delinea- 
tion of the idea of “home” and all that 
it conveys. After outlining the mean- 
ing of the material home to the human 
race, and showing how it is the foun- 
dation of all civilization, Dr. Jones told 
how the idealism and sense of honor of 
the soul built the walls of a habitation 
that every man must protect with his 
utmost sacrifice. 

He drew the parallel between the 
home of the body and the home of the 
soul and showed how Germany, when 
she forced upon a horrified world her 


challenge to war, violated the sanctity 
of both. He showed how one of the 
greatest horrors of war is the separa- 
tion it entails upon families, when the 
young: men have to go forth to battle. 
He pointed‘ out that the most sacred 
cause ‘for which a nation fights is the 
defense of its homes, and told how the 


struggling to protect their homes from 
the frightful violations of German 
“Kultur.” 

Dr. Jones then said: “When Ger- 
many invaded Belgium, her armies 
had to march through a breach in Ger- 
man honor, within whose pledged pro- 
tection a peaceful people had _ their 
home in confidence. en German 
torpedoes sent unarmed American men, 
women and children to an unwarned 
death, the ideas of honor, the hig! and 
holy standards of Christian chivalry 


and were ruthlessly assaulted.” 

The preacher told how Germany had 
assailed the very citadel of mankind's 
honor—the “home of his_ soul’’—and 
concluded with a strong message to hu- 
man hearts on Easter morning, (bearing

ON GOVERNMENT WORK 


All Unions Employed on Three 
Big Bases Resolve to 
Go Out. 


| Norfolk, Va., March $31.—At a mass 
meeding of the union labor men here to- 
day, under the auspices of the carpen- 
ters and joiner unions, an agreement 
was reached for a general walkout at 
both the Hampton Roads naval basé, 
Pig point ordnance depot and the army 
depot base at Bush’s Bluff, unless the 
demands of the men, made last week 
foraraise in wages, are granted. The 
men ask 62% cents per hour, on an 
eight-hour day ‘basis, time and a half 
‘for overtime, and double time on Sun- 
bra and holidays. They now receive 

58 cents, on a nine-hour day basis. 
The meeting was behind closed doors, 
with J. B. Oberman presiding, and the 
{decision was announced to newspaper 
|men at its close. It was declared that 
every union man at the three bases, 
where extensive rush work is under 
way on work essential to war prepara- 
tions, will go out. Union leaders as- 
serted that between five and six thou- 
sand union me nare employed at the 
three bases, and that all will promptly 
quit work. Officials are inclined to 
think that not more than half of the 
men employed are union members, but 
admit that a walkout weuld greatly 
handicap, if not halt, construction 
work. 

The demand of the men was present- 
ed last week to the federal war activi- 
ties board in charge of government 
construction and labor in this naval 
district, of which Rear Admiral Harris 
is chairman. The demands were for- 
warded ‘to the labor department at 
Washington for ruling and adjustment. 
Admiral Harris declared tonight that 
the men had been told that the Wash- 
ington authorities were considering 
their demands, and that as the work 
was being done by the contractors on 
a percentage basis, that any increase 
in the scale had to be approved. He 
declared that in his opinion the demand 
would be met, as it had been recom- 
mended favorably by the contractors. 
The men refused, he said, to délay ac- 
tion longer than Monday, and had 
threatened to walkout.

CARPENTERS TO STRKE ULAR TROOPS 


~ AIDING GERMANS 


In Drive in France — Aus- 
trian Troops Are Also 
Taking Part in the Great 
Offensive. 


Paris, March 31.—Official announce- 
ment was made today that the pres- 
ence on the Franco-British front of 
Bulgarian and <Austrian troops had 
been established. 


The French announcement confirms 


statements to this efféct from German 
sources. According to some accounts, 
the trip of the German emperor last 
October to Vienna, Sofia and Constanti- 
nople was primarily for the purpose 
of inducing his allies to send all the 
forces they could muster to the west- 
ern front for the spring offensive. A 
recent press dispatch from Amsterdam 
said the Austro-Hungarian emperor 
had reviewed his troops in Flanders. 
It has*been understood, however, that 
only a comparatively small force of 
Austrians and Hungarians would be 
employed on the western front, and 
that the bulk of those not engaged 
against Italy would be used to relieve 
Germany in policing the Russian front.

Kansas City, March 21.—Easter Sun- 
day brought no disorders and no prog- 
ress toward settlement of the general 
strike of union labor in Kansas . City, 
called last Wednesday in support of 
Striking laundry employees. Interest 
in efforts to end the walkout centered 
in a meeting of P. J. Kealy, president 
of the Kansas City Railways company, 
and W. D. Mahon, of Detroit, interna- 
tional president of the Amalgamated 
Association of Street and _ Electric 
Railway Employees. 

Mr. Kealy, it was said, charged that 
the street railway employees had 
broken their contract when they joined 
the strikers, adding that if the strikers 
will return, their contract will be re- 
stored, except that union buttons shall 
not ‘be worn conspicuously, as it pro- 
vided. 

Mr. Mahon is reported to have refused 
to ask the men to return on this basis.
